NOBLE KILLED BY P038E. 

Knott County Men Had a Battle With 
Him—Would Not Surrender. 

Lexington.—Death ended the career 
of “Bad Jake” Noble, who shot and 
killed Wesley Turner, of Breathitt 
county, In Jackson on election day. A 
sheriff’s posse In Knott county killed 
Noble In a battle with the alleged des¬ 
perado, who was riddled with bullets 
while refusing to surrender. Rewards 
aggregating $700 bad been offered by 
the authorities of Breathitt county for 
the capture of Noble dead or alive. 

Noble, who was but 22 years of age, 
had previously killed throe men. Aft¬ 
er shooting down Jailer Turner he es¬ 
caped Into the mountains, and several 
posses had been searching tor him 
since that time. 

Noble was first heard from in the 
Lost Creek section of Breathitt coun¬ 
ty, where for two days he Is under¬ 
stood to have been under the protec¬ 
tion of armed henchmen. His first 
message to the county authorities 
was: Hjf you send a posse to arrest 
me you had better send along a cofdn 
for each man.” 


CREDITORS CAN RECOVER. 

Court Passes Judgment Against 8tock- 
holdert of Defunct Company. 

Lexington —In the circuit c^urt here 
Judge? Parker ruled that all stockhold¬ 
ers of the Southern Mutual Investment 
and American Reserve Bond Co. who 
have received returns from the con¬ 
cerns in excess of the amount they 
paid for their stock, can be proceeded 
against in the courts. 

The stockho’ders number about 
6,000, and reslao In all states of tbe 
union. The companies failed here sev¬ 
eral years ago for approximately 
$1,000,000, the crash causing losses to 
hundreds of Investors of moderate 
means. 

The attempts to recover the invest; 
ed funds have resulted in litigation 
that has been In the courts since the 
failures. 


COMMITTEE NAMED. 


Frankfort.—Co!. Andrew Cowan has 
been named as chairman of the com¬ 
mittee in charge of Ihe arrangement? 
for entertaining the governors of states 
while they ere In Louisville on No¬ 
vember 30 for the conference. Col. 
Cowan was appointed chairman by 
Gov. Willson when fee named the oth¬ 
ers on the committee. He will call a 
meeting of the committee In the next 
few days to appoint subcommittees and 
work out a plan of de'.ail for the re¬ 
ception and entertainment of the vis¬ 
itors. 

CL08ED FOR A TIME. 

Frankfort.—The Kentucky river will 
be closed to navigation for twenty days 
at Lock No. 3. This is made necessary 
by the fact that a new mite r sill has to 
be put in. This new sill has been 
needed for over a year, hut the work 
of putting it In has been postponed 
from time to time upon requests and 
Influences brought to, bear by several 
of the heavy shippers in the river traf¬ 
fic. The need for the new miter sill 
has become so great that K can not be 
longer postponed. 


PRINTING COMMISSION. 

State Printing Contract Discussed— 
More Sessions Required. 

Frankfort.—For the first time in 
many months ail the members of the 
capital commission, who also com¬ 
pose the printing commission, met to¬ 
gether. They met as the printing 
commission to bear the answer of the 
Globe Printing Co. In response to tbe 
report filed by McKenzie R. Todd, 
state inspector and examiner, in which 
certain Items and accounts are called 
to the attention of tbe commission. 

William Rilev, of the Globe Print¬ 
ing Co., met with the commission, and 
went over the report of Mr. Todd. 
The meeting was executive and after 
It was over it was stated that the re¬ 
port would require several days be¬ 
fore the report Is given to the public. 
If It is ever made public. Mr. Todd 
and George A. Lewis, superintendent 
of printing, met with the commission. 
Other sessions will be he'd to discuss 
the report made by Mr. Todd and then 
the commission will determine what 
action, if any. shall be taken. The 
printing company Insists that It has 
lived up to the contract and that sat¬ 
isfactory explanation can be made of 
the Items mentioned by Mr. Todd.

General Association Convened in Cyn- 
thiana This Week. 


SCHOOL JUNKET.

Cynthiana.—Everything was in read¬ 
iness for the seventy-third meetffifc of 
the General Association of Baptists in 
Kentucky, which convened at the First 
Baptist church with Henry Alford Por- 
ter, D. D., of Louisville, as chairman. 
The Rev. S. J. Cannon, of Louisville, 
preached. 

The Kentucky Baptist Historical so¬ 
ciety met with W. J. McGlothin, D. D., 
of Louisville, president, presiding. 

The meeting represents 220,090 Bap¬ 
tists in Kentucky, who have 1,739 
white Baptist churches, which are 
served by 1,375 ministers. 


BLUE GRASS BASEBALL. 

Annual Meeting of the League Makes 
Arrangements for Next Season 

Paris.—Dr. W, C. Ussery was unani¬ 
mously re-elected president of the 
Blue Grass league of baseball clubs, 
the annual meeting being held here. 
The 1911 season was limited to 100 
games, the date of the opening of the 
season being fixed at May 18 and end¬ 
ing on Labor day, September 4. Pres¬ 
ident Ussery was empowered to en¬ 
force the salary limit, which was fixed 
at $1,000 per month, including the sal- 
• of the manager. He was also giv¬ 
en full power to appoint or dismiss 
umpires. Paris was officially awarded 
the pennant for 1910. 


DECISIONS FROM APPEALS. 

Penalty in Bond Case Declared Too 
High. 

Frankfort.—The court of appeals af¬ 
firmed the case of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio railway against Wallace Borders, 
from Lawrence county. Borders was 
awarded $1,000 damages In the lower 
court for injuries received while get¬ 
ting on the steps of a passenger car. 
the sudden jerking of the train throw¬ 
ing him to the ground. 

In the case of D. B. Fortney against 
the commonwealth, from Rockcastle 
county, the court holds, in reversing 
the judgment, that the object in per¬ 
mitting bail bonds to be given is to 
insure the prisoner will appear for 
trial, and is not to enrich tbe treas¬ 
ury. Fortney was bondsman for a 
man who failed to appear, but Fortney 
had him hunted up and brought In by 
the next term of court. The court 
says the circuit Judge abused his dis 
cretion In requiring Fortney to pay the 
$300 bond after he had gone to the 
expense of hunting up tbe missing 
man and turning him over to the jail¬ 
er. The opinion says that $50 is as 
much as Fortney should pay. If any¬ 
thing. 


MILLIONS FOR DEVELOPMENT 

Lexington.—Between $15,060.00.1 to 
$20,000,000 will be the outlay Involved 
In a purchase of-100,000 acres of rok 
ing coal land In Eastern Kent icky. it« 
development and the construction of 
over loo miles of railroad, to teach 
the coal field, contracts for the rail 
road work having already been let. 
The purchase price of the land was 
S4.r00.0O0. It is stated that the line 
will be extended to Appalachia. Va. 

TO SEPARATE THE RACES. 

Louisville.—Louisville will in all 
probability pass a Jim Crow law for 
its railway service, separating the 
whites and backs. The measure, which 
was brought forward some lime ago. 
was allowed to slumber until after the 
"lection. At a meeting of councilmcn 
and aldermen all were In favor of 
separate seats for the two races. 
Negro educators and ministers have 
objected to the plan, but all the white 
population favors it. There has been 
a strong sentiment In favor of tbe 
movement for some time. 


Frankfort.—The Kentucky Board of 
Valuation and Assessment fixed the 
valuation of whisky for purposes of 
taxation for 1910 at $10 per barrel. 
This Is an Increase of $1 per barrel 
over the aseesment for last year. Dis¬ 
tilleries and warehouse men have 30 
days in which to protest. 


Danville.—With a ccm knife whet¬ 
ted to a razor edge Jack Hall clipped 
Zachariah Rogers' head from his 
shoulders on Main street. Both are 
negroes. The}’ had been quarreling 
and there were a number of eye wit¬ 
nesses to the tragedy. Hall fled, but 
wea later arrested. 


West Point.—A ftuntty of full-blood 
Indians, consisting of the parents and 
six children, en route from Oklahoma 
to Tennessee. eami»ed just outside 
town. The family was increased by 
tbe arrival of twin boys, who were 
named Teddy and Taft

Queen Amelie of Portugal Most 
Unfairly Treated. 


Woman of Many Sorrow* and Trage¬ 
dies Who Devoted Herself to 
the People—Charities Were 
Her Only Extravagance. 

Lisbon.—Perhaps there is not In 
all Europe today a more pathetic fig¬ 
ure than Queen Amelie. Brave she 
baa proved herself to be often, but 
there Is something about tbe calm In¬ 
trepid spirit wit* which she has faced 
Ibis latest trouble, which calls forth 
the deep sympathy of womankind the 
world over. 

After having had her hnsband and 
her eldest son slain by her side, in tbe 
most shocking fashion, nearly three 
years ago. and her own remaining boy 
wounded, she has now been compelled 
to submit to the loss of her son’s 
throne (that was also her own), arid 
has been driven with him to seek 
refuge abroad—leaving all their be¬ 
longings, all their personal treasures, 
tn the hands of the revolutionists. 

Bbrn in England at Turklnbam on 
the banks of the Thames—her father, 
the late Comte de Paris, being ban¬ 
ished at the time from Fra ye— 
Amelie will doubtless add one more to 
that Parisian group of throneless 
royalties who furnished the Inspira¬ 
tion of one of Alphonse Daudet's fa¬ 
mous novels. 

What Amelie Fears. 

Perhaps Queen Amelle’s greatest 
grief In connection with the recent 
tragic eVeaywiU be the shattered fu¬ 
ture of her. only remaining son. For 
all hopes for the future are practical¬ 
ly at an end for a monarch who has 
been deposed by his people. Another 
source of profound sorrow will be the 
fact that she will be barred hence¬ 
forth from that Church of 8t. Vin¬ 
cent at Lisbon where her murdered 
husband and eldest son sleep their 
last sleep. 

She will be ih doubt, indeed, wheth¬ 
er the. remains of those so dear to her

will not be subjected to some such 
frightful indignities as those which 
characterized the last revolutionary 
outbreak in Barcelona, a^ien tbe mob 
having sacked the convents and qion 
astcrles. tore the dead pionks and 
nuns from their tombs, paraded them 
about the city, either whole or piece¬ 
meal. exposed them to every sort of 
outrage, and ended by setting them up 
In grotesque positions at the ruined 
entrances of the sacred buildings 
from which they had been taken. 

Ever since Amelle's husband and 
eldest son were assassinated she had 
lived In utter terror lest her only re¬ 
maining son. Manuel II.. should share 
their fate. For herself, her own safety 
and welfare, she cared little. Those 
who know Amelie realise that when a 
cruel death claimed her husband on 
that terrible afternoon In February. 
1906, her heart was quite broken, and 
the only Interest left for her in life 
lay in her son. Manuel. The domestic 
life of King Carlos and Amelie was 
utterly unclouded and the queen was 
the happiest of wives and mothers. 

Tried to Help the People. 

Amelie has been obliged to submit 
to seeing tbe Instigators of tbe mur¬ 
der of King Carlos and the crown 
prince not only unpunished, but even 
occupying positions of Influence and 
rank. Indeed, dhe was brought face 
to face with them almost dally and 
had to remain silent for the sake of 
the young king. 

She was debarred from rewarding 
those who had endeavored to defend 
her husband on the day of his assas¬ 
sination and could not open a Portu 
guesc paper without finding Its col 
iinius filled with calumniations of her 
dead husband, which she was power 
less to officially or publicly deny. 

8ince Amelie. then a slender young 
woman renowned for her exquisite 
beauty, came to Portgual a little ovei 
24 years ago. she has done nothing 
but good. Out of her own personal 
fortune she has bad built and eD 
dowed homes for crippled children, or 
phan asylums, homes for the blind and 
public dispensaries. 

Marie Amelie Is possessed of a suf 
fictently large fortune of Her own to 
have rendered her wholly independent 
of the Portuguese treasury. Her own 
extravagances consisted of her many 
charities, and that from her own 
purse she returned to the Portuguese 
government money which It was at 
serted had been advanced to her hue. 
band, the late king, but which be did 
not In reality owe. It will be realixed 
that Portugal has driven from her soil 
a wise, good and energetic princess, 
who spent her entire married life tn 
working for the welfare of her people 
—a woman toward whom they should 
<m filled with feelings of graUtod*

Kentucky Will Be Benefited 
by Proposed Building.

Frankfort.—The governor has given 
out the following Thanksgiving prcc- 
lamaticn: 

"The President of the United States 
of America has, in by a pufciic procla¬ 
mation, set aside Thursday, November 
24, 1910, a*, a day of thanksgiving and 
prayer to God, and. In harmony with 
that proclamation and the spirit of 
our Commonwealth, and In the name 
of the Commonwealth and all of Its 
people. I units In that action of the 
President 

"No land and no people have so 
much to be thankful for. and I call 
upon our people to pray for God’s right 
und justice to prevail in all lands, and, 
throughout our land, fli even - neigh 
borhood thereof. 

"We are thankful for the blessings 
of the government of the people, by 
the people and for the people: we are 
thankful for the many blessings and 
bounties bestowed upon os; we are 
thankful for good friends and good 
cheer, for oif hopes and our chances; 
we are thankful,for all that the Lord 
has brought to those-In bis providence 
and hls wisdom. We should give cove¬ 
nant that we will cherish and obey Ms 
laws and keep with each other the 
covenants of our own laws and cus¬ 
toms to do honor to the Lord of Hosts 
and to bring blessings to the Common¬ 
wealth. 

"Let us pray that he wilt bring It to 
pass that every soul shall have an 
equal chance before the law and that 
this Commonwealth shall grow rich 
In the true splril^>f the o’.d Kentucky 
home. Let us welcome every useful 
worker vfho comes to us to live. Let 
us do all In out power to keep and 
hold the love, friendship, confidence, 
gcod will and the fidelity of all who 
lure with us now. 

“Now, therefore, I, Augustus E. Wl’.l- 
ecn. Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, have set aside and do 
hereby fix the 24th day of this Novem¬ 
ber, 1910, .as a day of general thanks¬ 
giving end ask that in 9o far ts In us 
Hes all shall cease from toil and busi¬ 
ness and in our homes and places of 
worship truly thank our God for his 
blessings and gracious providence and 
pledge to him to keep our covenants 
with our God and each other, of faith¬ 
ful service, human kindness, patent 
and rteadfast endurance of the tasks 
of life and earnest good work to the 
end that we may hope for continued 
and renewed blessings.

As a community we are today much 
further from absolute want and peril 
of starvation than the Pilgrims were 
when they began the custom of the 
yearly feast of thanksgiving Yet 
there are many of our people who.

In the midst of poverty and peril of 
want. In the widst of greater want 
and peril the forefathers Invited 
strangers to the feast, providing what 
(hey could. They were wholly free 
from that false pride, so common now 
adays. which thinks most of appear¬ 
ances and ts ashamed to offer hos¬ 
pitality unless It is possible, also, to 
make a show of wealth. Out of what 
they bad the fathers gave God thanks 
and entertained the strangers at their 
gates. The other spirit of false pride 
and shame robs both guest and host 
of the best Joy of the Thanksgiving 
time—the Joy of common faith In the 
Giver of all goo-l. and of cordial -wel¬ 
come which has nothing to conceal 
and nothing to assert.

Gov¬ 
ernor Bradford after the first scanty 
harvest made deliberate provision for 
three days' feasting and rejoicing, 
daring which the infant colony enter¬ 
tained more than Its own number of 
visiting Indians. It is true that these 
guests contributed venison for the 
feast, as they bad earlier contributed 
corn for tho nso of the colonv. hut 
the heart of the feast was In the 
hospitality which made them wel¬ 
come. 

It would be bard to imagine a 
greater contrast than that which 
must have existed between the sober 
garb and quiet manners of the Pil¬ 
grims. schooled in persecution and 
privation, and the fanatic dress and 
unrestrained impulses ot Massasoit 
and hls people. The Indian could be 
dignified enough upon occasion, but 
his uncareful self-indulgence even 
more than the colonists' hospitable 
unbending was the sign of an unusual 
confidence. That mutual confidence 
end good understanding, to the con¬ 
tinuance ot which these days of 
thskagivtng and feasting evidently 
contributed not a little, procured those 
necessary years of peace and security 
which enabled the weakness of the 
Pilgrim colony to harden into 

strength. 

We call Thanksgiving day especial¬ 
ly a home festival, and Its associations 
are moat delightful in family reunions 
and home pleasures. Yet the prece-. 
d-int of Plymouth hospitality has 

Aever been and never ougbt to be 
neglected.

MINNESOTA STALLION BARN 
FOR BREEDING PURPOSES 


Sale Harbor of Refuge Is Provided for Boys and Timid 
People With Mares-Also Aids in Se- 
curing Patronage. 


The following description of a Min¬ 
nesota stallion barn is given by M. 
T. Grattan In Breeder's Gazette: 

The Bullion barn fronts to the south 
and after passing office and carriage 
space comes the stallion botes with 
stout plank doors opening in and 
double doors opening out The 
stallions stand with their heads out at 
liberty, and as they never bite mares. 


couple of boles in north side of wall 
to receive them. The wing affords a 
safe place for party with mare. The 
bars make a pen for foal so the mare 
may keep her head to it The bars 
also keep the mare from being shoved 
ahead and cramped. The top one will 
be at her breast and the bottom one 
at her knees.

PEST KILLED 


During the last two or three years 
^bls department has been experiment¬ 
ing with a natural enemy of the San 
Jose Scale. This enemy is a disease 
in the nature of a fungous growth. In 
southern latitudes it has been used 
even to a commercial extent for con¬ 
trolling the scale, but on account of 
the weather conditions of this state it 
has been supposed that such a disease 
would either fall to propagate itself 
during the summer or be entirely too 
delicate to withstand the low winter 
temperature. Careful experimentation, 
however, has proved the disease Is 
very hardy and capable of propagation 
to a very beneficial extent In our in¬ 
fested orchards. 

Oftentimes diseases of a serious na¬ 
ture are introduced and scattered by 
Insects and other agencies in general. 
This disease, however, Is not capable 
of doing any damage to anything ex¬ 
cept the San Jose Scale and allied 
forms. Its use in orchards, groves, 
and public parks, as shown by our ex¬ 
periments. will be of a very great ad¬ 
vantage in checking the local spread 
the San Jose Scale. 

It is of the same nature as the 


Mares are bred in this pen or stall, 
those for the trotter alw ays being hop- 
pled, but rarely for the draft horse. 

The dimensions given may be varied 
and the part of stall back of wing 
hinged If desired. However, the hinges 
are not much of an advantage; the 
stall is wide enough so a mare's heels, 
by a sharp turn of her head, may be 
turned into the wall.

chinch bug disease but' Its appearance 
on Infected insects is not nearly as 
conspicuous as the latter.

It will Uve and propagate on 
bread and 1 b apparently just as harm¬ 
less to the higher animal life, bat the 
microscopic examination of an infect¬ 
ed San Jose Scale reveals it to be fatal 
to the latter. 

Our experiments have been sq con¬ 
clusive in regard to the practicability 
of checking the San Jose Scale with 
this disease that we are now propagat¬ 
ing it to <u> extent sufficient to enable 
us to supply gratis all Interested citi¬ 
zens of tbts state who may request it.

Directions—The fungus is grown on 
a Jelly-like material which is of amber 
color in appearance. The color of the 
fungus or disease is white. This ma¬ 
terial may become more or less disar¬ 
ranged In transit through the mail, 
but its vitality will not be lessened. 
Upon its receipt the applicant should 
paste small portions of it to his In¬ 
fested trees. The jelly-like substance 
will adhere nicely. ' The fungus will 
gradually scatter from oae tree to an 
other of Its own aecord, but will ac¬ 
complish better results if artificially 
well scattered when first applied.

HOW BURNT CORK IS MADE 

Product of Theatrical “Paint Facto¬ 
ries” Just As Are Other Cos¬ 
metics Used' by Profeeelon. 

The popular Impression as to the 
application of burnt cork by minstrel . 
performers and actors In general is 
that It Is rubbed on the face and 
hands of the player from a cork whose 
end is charred. In a convenient gas 
jeL This Impression Is, however, in¬ 
correct. The burnt cork used by tnln- 
sirels and others Is the product of 
the theatrical “paint factories" Just 
as is any other cosmetic or pigment 
employed by the profession. 

One house makes it in the follow¬ 
ing manner: Ths corks are placed in 
three tin vessels, resembling washboll- 
ers, with holes punched ln their sides 
and boitom. Alcohol is sprinkled over 
the corks and then they are "fired." 
When the corks have been properly 
charred they are placed In muslin 
sacks, which are kneaded In barrel* 
of water. This operation forces the 
powdered charcoal-through the tacks
